Still 
there is a great objection to calling the hour— 
namely, the putting of thieves on their guard;

The New-York City Inspector reports the 
deaths of 102 persons during the week ending 
on the 28th ult. viz.

Suznipan’s fine comedy of the Rivals wae 
performed on Monday night, to a great house, 
for the benefit of Miss Kxuxry; andI do not 
remember having ever seen it better acted on 
the whole. Sir Anthony Absolute, by Kr1- 
NER, was very well done; except by Waanen 
in his best days, perhaps never better on our 
stage. This actor has sterling merit; though 
his inability to restrain his voice is a great draw- 
back. As the hot-headed Sir Anthony he was 
certainly very entertaining, and was deservedly 


drawn, but that is no fault of the actor. 

Captain Absolute was ably represented by 
Wemyss, who has sppeared in the same part 
several times before, and always to great advan. 
tage. Faulkland was personated by Woop in 
a masterly style. This captious lover I have al- 
ways heretofore regarded as a disagreeable fel- 
low, and I etill think him very absurd; the worst 
of SHeRripan's creation. I must confess that 
Woop has done much te reconcile me to the 
character, bet not enough to make me believe 
those who say that the author designed Feu/k- 
land as « porirait of himself. O’ Trigger was 
given to Baux, who is a deserving actor, and 
one that will improve.

Instead of walking their rounds, they 
will be found in groups of three and four talking 
te each other, or to the soldiers on guard. Still 
there is a great objection to calling the hour— 
namely, the putting of thieves on their guard; 
but the objection is more than counterbalanced 
by the ity it imp upon the watchmen 
of regularly walking their rounds.’

Suzrxrpan’s fine comedy of the Rivals wae 
performed on Monday night, to a great house, 
for the benefit of Miss Keir; and Ido not 
remember having ever seen it better acted on 
the whole. Sir Anthony Absolute, by Kr1- 
NER, was very well done; except by Waazen 
in his best days, perhaps never better on our 
stage. This actor has sterling merit; though 
his inability to restrain his voice is a great draw- 
back. As the hot-headed Sir Anthony he was 
certainly very entertaining, and was deservedly 
applauded. The character iteeif is rather over- 
drawn, but that is no fault of the actor. 
Captain Absolute was ably represented by 
Wemyss, who has appeared in the same part 
several times before, and always to great advan. 
tage. Faulkland was personated by Woop in 
a masterly style. This captious lover I have al- 
ways heretofore regarded as @ disagreeable fel- 
low, and I still think him very abeurd; the worst 
of SHeRipan's creation. I must confess that 
Woop has done much to reconcile me to the 
character, bet not enough to make me believe 
those who say that the author designed Faulk- 
land as @ portrait of himself. O'’Tvigger was 
given to Bax, who is a deserving actor, and 
one that will improve. The part is not exactly 
in his line, and his accent was not sufficiently 
Hibernian.

Tho wife 
was then only twenty-two, and the man only 
twenty-five. She was a pretty woman, even 
for Sussex, which, not excepting Lancashire, 
contains the prettiest women in England. He 
was a very fine and stout young man. ‘*Why,’’ 
said I, ‘thow meny children do you reckon to 
have at last?’’ “1 donot care how many,’’ said 
the man: “God never sends mouths without send- 
ing meat.”’ ‘Did you ever hear,’’ eaid I, *‘of 
one Parson Malthus?’’ ‘‘No, Sir.’” ‘Why, # 
he were to hear of your works, he would be out- 
rageous: for he wants an act of parliament to 
prevent poor people from marrying young, and 
from having such lots of childrem’’ “Oh! the 
bruie!’’ exclaimed the wife; while the husband 
laughed, thinking that I was joking.
